The Dominion Government has 
announced its wheat policy for 
this coming crop year. The Gov- 
ernment will endeavor to induce 
farmers tosow wheat not more 
than 65 percent of last year’s 
acreage, If this is done almost 
half of the entire wheat sowings 
this spring will be on summerfallow 

Here is a wonderful opportunity 
s to put a lurge acreage 
of clean land into good seed, the 
product of which would be avail- 
able to sow (larger acreages when 
markets open up after the war. 

Because the wheat acreage for 
each farm will be reduced, all the 
more important is it that farmers 
should make every acre bring in 
the most money Better seed in- 
creases the quality, hence the 
grade of the grain, and so brings 
more money to the farmer. In 
addition, of course, the higher 
quality wheat becomes more sal- 
able on world markets particularly 
in those countries which probably 
wiil endeavor, after the Peace, to 
grow large quantities of their own 
wheat, which being of a compara. 
tively low quality will need some 
high quality Canadian wheat mix- 
ed withit to make a palatable loaf 
of bread.
